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1 . Claims 1 , 3-7 and 9-1 3 are presented for examination. 

2. Claims 3.6 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent 
by another filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant 
for patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled the 
requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this title before 
the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1,4,5, 7, and 1 0-1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being 

anticipated by McLachlan et al. (6,144,458). 

McLachlan et al. taught the invention (claim 1 ,5, and 10-13) to the extent claimed 
including an input step, of inputting data (col. 2, lines 32-35) ; a transmission step, of 
transmitting the data inputted in said input step to a destination (col. 1 , lines 45-54) ; a 
discrimination step, of discriminating an attribute of the data inputted in said input step; 
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a storage step, of storing the data inputted in said input step as a file in a storage unit 
(col. 3, lines 50-57) ; and a control step, of controlling a transmission operation in said 
transmission step in accordance with a discrimination result obtained in said 
discrimination step wherein said control step includes selectively controlling such that, in 
said transmission step, the data inputted in said input step is transmitted to the 
destination, or such that, in said transmission step, storage location information for 
accessing the file, which is stored in the storage unit, is transmitted to the destination, in 
accordance with the discrimination result obtained in said discrimination step (col. 1, 
lines 45-54). 

Note determining whether the object is stored on the destination unit is a 
characteristic of the destination unit. Determining whether the data file matches other 
data files is an attribute of the data file. Further as computer memory is a model of the 
printer memory it would be accessible by the identifier. 

Therefore, McLachlan et al. taught determining whether to send the data or an 
indication as to the storage location of the data, based on a discrimination step. 

As to claim 4, McLachlan et al. taught discrimination unit discriminates a data 
amount of the data inputted by said input unit (col. 3, lines 66-67, col. 2, line 67 - col. 3, 
line 2) . 

As to claim 9, McLachlan et al. taught discrimination unit discriminates a 
processing ability of a device of the destination (col, 3, lines 66-67, col. 2, line 67 - col. 
3, line 2). Knowing if any memory at the destination is available is a processing ablity 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 3-7, and 9-13 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
